LODGERS LOSE LIVES.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—Mayor 
Schmits has decided that it is neces- 


public from the dangers of gas as- 
phyxiation. He summoned J. Hoiges, 
proprietor of the St. Davids House, to- 
day and asked him to explain how 
happened that four persons had te 
suffocated in his lodging-house this 
month. 

Hoiges declared to Mayor Schmitz 
that he took every possibie precaution 
to prevent such fatalities. He turned 
on the gas, he said, every night and 
turned it out again at daylight. The 
Mayor was far from satisfied. 

“I understand,” said the Mayor,, 
“that it is the practice in cheap lodg- 
ifg-houses to turn off the gas about 
12 o’clovk at night. Should any of the 
lodgers be asleep with the gas burn- 
nig the light would be cut off and if 

gas should be turned on before 
daylight for thebenefit of early rie- 
ers, the rooms where the gas had been 
allowed to burn would be flooded with 
the deadly vapor. 

“I have directed this matter to the 
attention of the grand jury, and I 
shall also recommend that the Board 
of Supervisors an ordinance pro- 
hibiting landlo from turning off the

HOW TO MAKE A CABINDT.
